The last one is a ten 


million National Normal school to be 
located at the National Capital, in which 
Stewart Castle No. 1 is. This idea ia 
one that-will make both educators and 
statesmen smile. It is a large idea, in- 
volving the expenditure.of ten millions 
of dollars of the peoples' money to ad- 
vertise the Central Pacific Railroad's 
right 
bower. 
It is a potent idea, 


worthy of the brain that would dis- 
member Idaho and portion her parts to 
the adjoining States and Territories. 
It 


is as high sounding as it is Utopian. It 
is slightly tainted with centralization, 
which is always daugeroxis. 


The JOUJBNAL does not disfavor nor- 


mal schools, but advocates them. 
They 


are essential parts in the system of edu- 
cation. They are recognized as such 
by most of the northern States, which 
have made provisions for their estab- 
lishment and maintenance, as they have 
made raost liberal provisions for the 
support of their common schools. 
The 


National representatives have recogb,7,od 
the fact that upon tho intelligence of the 
people depends the perpetuity of the 
Government, hence the liberal donations 
of lands to the several States for educa- 
tional purposes.
